Applicants allege that the cited prior art, Kajander, does not disclose forming a homogeneous veil. 

In view that the glass fibers and cellulosic fibers are mixed in a slurry, the glass fibers and the cellulosic fibers are uniformly or 
homogeneously dispersed, or in the least it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made, that the 
mixing of said fibers in a slurry of Kajander would result in uniformly or homogeneously distributed fibers. 

Applicant alleges that the Declaration received 4/27/09 indicates that the term "uniformity" is more correctly translated as 
"homogeneity". 

The Final Office Action of 4/23/09 is proper even with the change from "uniformly" to "homogeneous". 

Applicants refer to discussions during Interview conducted on 7/31/09. Applicants discussed proposed Amendment with changes to 
the claims to distinguish the claims over the cited prior art.
